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ORDINANCE NO. 88-1 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA CREATING REGULATIONS FOR THE UTILIZATION OF 
VEHICLE IMMOBILIZATION EQUIPMENT FOR UNAUTHORIZED VEHICLES PARKED IN 
SPACES DESIGNATED AS "RESERVED," "HANDICAP," DISABLED," A TRAFFIC LANE 
OR AREA DESIGNATED AS A "NO PARKING ZONE," PROVIDING FOR TITLE, 
AUTHORITY FOR ENACTMENT, PURPOSE, AND DEFINITIONS; PROVIDING FOR 
MANAGEMENT COORDINATION; PROVIDING FOR ENFORCEMENT AND PENALTIES AND 
CONFLICTS; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY, APPLICABILITY, FILING WITH THE 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE, EFFECT DATE AND CODIFICATION. 

Whereas, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida is authorized by Chapter 125, Florida Statutes to adopt 
ordinances and resolutions necessary for the exercise of its powers and 
prescribe fines and penalties for the violation of ordinances in 
accordance with law; 

Whereas, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that 
it is necessary to implement policies, guidelines and standards which 
deter the effects of illegally parked vehicles in the Governmental 
Center Garage located at 215 North Dixie Highway, First Street and Dixie 
Surface Lot located at 200 North Dixie Highway and the Fourth Street Law 
lot located generally between Third Street and Fourth Street and Olive 
Avenue; 

Whereas, the Board of County Commissioners desires to enact 
vehicle immobilization equipment guidelines pursuant to the authority 
contained in Section 125.01, Florida Statute s and other applicable law; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, SITTING AS THE PALM BEACH 
COUNTY BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, THAT: 

SECTION 1. TITLE 

This article shall be known as the "Palm Beach County Vehicle 
Immobilization Equipment Ordinance." 


SECTION 2. AUTHORITY FOR ENACTMENT 
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This ordinance is enacted pursuant to the authority vested In 
the Board of County Commissioners by virtue of Article 8, Section 1 of 


the Constitution of the State of Florida, and Section 125.01 et seq. 
Florida Statutes. 


SECTION 3. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this ordinance is to authorize the 
immobilization of unauthorized vehicles parked in spaces designed as 
"RESERVED," "HANDICAP," in a traffic lane or parked in an area 
designated as a "NO PARKING ZONE." 


SECTION 4. DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of this ordinance, the following terms shall 

mean: 


(1) "Vehicle immobilization equipment" shall mean a parking 
enforcement device that prohibits the movement of a vehicle through the 
use of a locking mechanism attached to wheel of the vehicle. 

(2) "Unauthorized" shall mean without permission from the 
individual assigned to the "RESERVED" space, without the required 
handicap sticker as defined by Florida Statutes 316.1958 and/or 
320.0848, or without written authorization from the Department of 
General Services. 

(3) "Reserved" shall mean a space assigned to a individual 


for his/her use. 

(4) "Handicap Parking Only" shall mean any space designated 
for the use of a vehicle displaying the proper stickers on the license 
tag as defined by Florida Statutes 316.1958 and/or 320.0848. 

(5) "No Parking Zone" shall mean a vehicle is prohibited from 
parking in the defined area. 

(6) "Traffic Lane" shall mean any path designated for the use 
of vehicle movement. 

(7) "Board" shall mean the Board of County Commissioners of 
Palm Beach County. 

(8) "County" shall mean Palm Beach County, a political 
subdivision of the State of Florida. 
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(9) "Department of General Services" shall mean the 
Department of General Services of Palm Beach County or any subdivision 
thereof which has been assigned the responsibility of administering and 
enforcing this ordinance. 

(10) "Person" shall mean any individual, firm, association, 
joint venture, partnership, estate, trust, corporation group, state 
officer, or unit of federal, state, county, or municipal government, and 
all other associations and combinations, whether public or private. 

(11) "State" shall mean the State of Florida. 

(12) "Jurisdictional boundaries" shall mean the garage known 
as the Governmental Center Garage, located at 215 North Dixie Highway in 
West Palm Beach, the First Street and Dixie Lot, located at 200 North 
Dixie Highway, and the Fourth Street Law lot, located generally between 
Third Street and Fourth Street and Olive Avenue, West Palm Beach. 

(13) "Space" shall mean a parking space within the 
jurisdictional boundaries. 

(14) "Operator" shall mean of driver of a vehicle. 

SECTION 5. MANAGEMENT COORDINATION 

The Department of General Services shall be responsible for 
coordinating and establishing administrative policies germane to the 
effective and timely implementation of conditions set out in this 
ordinance. 

(1) Coordinatio n. The Department shall develop a process 
whereby after the effective date of this ordinance: 

(a) The purchase of vehicle immobilization equipment 
will be secured through the Palm Beach County Department of Purchasing 
in accordance with County approved policies and procedures. 

(b) Signs will be placed at jurisdictional area 
entrances to alert any person parking an unauthorized vehicle in a 
space designated as "reserved," "handicap," in a traffic lane or in an 
area marked "No Parking Zone" will result in the vehicle being 
immobilized. 

(c) The Department shall establish proper accounting 
procedures with the Finance Department to accurately account for revenue. 
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(2) Enforcement . The Department of General Services or any 


applicable subdivision of the department shall develop a process for the 
consistent and effective enforcement of conditions set out in this 
ordinance. 

(3) Compatibility with Other County Ordinances . The 
Department shall review the conditions set out in this ordinance for the 
immobilization of motor vehicles for consistency with guidelines, rules, 
and regulations set out in other county ordinances and shall establish 
procedures for resolving areas of conflict. 

(a) Compatibility with Palm Beach County Ordinance No. 
85-42 , the Physically Disabled Parking Space Ordinance . Inasmuch as this 
Ordinance conflicts with the Penalty Section of the above cited 
Ordinance, the remedies accorded by this Ordinance shall also be applied 
under Ordinance 85-42, in addition to all remedies delineated under 
Section 5 of that Ordinance. 

SECTION 6. ENFORCEMENT AND PENALTIES 

(1) Enforcement and Responsibility. 

(a) The Board of County Commissioners by and through the 
Department of General Services shall adopt procedures for enforcing and 
administering this ordinance and to employ those persons necessary for 
such administration and enforcement. 

(b) Consistent with this ordinance, the Palm Beach County 
Department of General Services shall have jurisdiction to enforce this 
ordinance within the jurisdictional boundaries defined within this 
ordinance. 

(c) When necessary, the Department of General Services 
will seek assistance from the Palm Beach County Sheriff’s Department to 
assist in enforcement. 

(2) Violations and Criminal Penalties. 

For any and every violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance, and for each and every day such violation continues, said 
violations (s) shall be punishable in accordance with Florida Statutes, 
if applicable, or the daily rate for parking and a $25.00 charge to 
remove the vehicle immobilization equipment. 
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(3) Other Administrative Remedies. 


(a) Notice. 

At the time of immobilization, a notice shall be 
affixed to the windshield or other prominent place on the motor vehicle 
immobilized advising that an immobilizing device has been attached to the 
wheel, cautioning the operator not to attempt to operate the motor 
vehicle, and detailing the reason for which the motor vehicle is 
immobilized and the total fine amount owed therefor, including the amount 
of the removal charge for removal of the immobilizing device. The notice 
shall further explain how and where the operator can pay the charges to 
have the immobilizing device removed. 

SECTION 7. CONFLICTS 

In the event this ordinance conflicts with any other applicable 
regulations on this subject matter, the more restrictive shall apply. 

SECTION 8. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, part of a section, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
phrase or word of this ordinance is for any reason held or declared to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holdings of invalidity shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this ordinance and it shall be 
construed to have been the legislative intent to pass this ordinance 
without such unconstitutional, invalid or inoperative part therein, and 
the remainder of this ordinance after the exclusion of such part or parts 
shall be deemed to be held valid as if such part or parts had not been 
included therein, or if this ordinance or any of the provisions thereof 
shall be held inapplicable to any person, group of persons, property, 
kind of property, circumstances or set of circumstances, such holdings 
shall not affect the applicability thereof to any other person, property 
or circumstances. 

SECTION 9. APPLICABILITY 

This ordinance shall be applicable throughout the area defined 
as the jurisdictional boundaries. 
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SECTION 10. CODIFICATION 

It is the intent of the Board and is hereby ordained that the 
provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code 
of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida; that the sections 
of this ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such 
intentions; and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or other appropriate word. 
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SECTION 11. EFFECTIVE DATE: Filing with Secretary of State 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
